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After attending the January meeting at the Institute and hearing the proposal 
to change the By-Laws from our President W3WXC, the By-Law Committee would 
like to propose to PMRC the following change to our By-Laws.- 


PROPOSED ARTICLE 3, Section 6 - Supporting Member 


Supporting membership is reserved for those active members who for desire 
or reason do not attend meetings but still desire to support the club. The 
Supporting Member has all the rights and privileges afforded the Active Member 
except that he may not be appointed to, be nominated for, or hold any office 
including member of the Board of Directors. During the months of January and 
July of each year (beginning in 1971) the Secretary shall review meeting 
attendance of each active member for the preceeding 12 month period. Those 
active members not attending at least three (3) meetings during the preceeding 
12 month period shall automatically become Supporting Members. Notification 
of change from Active to Supporting Membership classification shall be given 
each applicable member and to the Board of Directors (by the Secretary) not 
later than the last day of the month of determination. 


A Supporting Member shall be returned to Active Membership if after 
attending three (3) meetings, during a twelve (12) month period, he petitions 
the Secretary for reinstatement, ‘The Secretary shall, after verifying 
attendance minimums, notify the member and the Board of Directors of the 
member's reinstatement within 31 days of said petition.

The voting for the above change will be held in March at our meeting in the 
Institute. 


The proposed section that W3WXC presented to the By-Law Committee appears 
that it would get some life back into our club. As we all know the club 
needs something, with this in mind the By-Law Committee is in favor of this 
change to our By-Laws.

members. He will be able to take a part in any activity including being a 
committee chairman.
